Gives Advice 
About Roosters*

! seaso.i is over. Tbctt roosters, 
| l>ei tiir of no use to the (lock, 
are the cause of much loss to 
the farmers, owing to the fact 
that the epgS, Ileitis fertile, will 
not keep as long as infertile ones. 
Every poultry owner would do 
well to read carefully the follow- 
ing article, and then act upon it. 

Because roosters are allowed to 
run with laying hens daring warm 
weather 115,000.000 worth of 
•Sgg are lost to the farmers 
throughout the Tinted States 
each year : and most of this ] ( ,m 
mcurs daring June, July and 
August. For tins reason raisers 
of poultry are earnestly asked and 
urged to kill or sell all matured 
males or eon line them in pens 
away from the laying hens dur- 
ing the summer. EfgS that ure 
laid by beni not mated are sterile 
or infertile, and do not decay. 
I he fertilized egus *>poiI vci v 
quickly when subjected to -the 
influence of heat and if they are 
left long in the nests or under 
brood/ hens or are left in any 
very warm place the geriM l>e- 
gia to develop, the chicks !><jgin 
to grow, These growing cells 
may die at any stage of develop- 
ment due to unfavorabljj^cou- 
ditions. 

Whether the embryo dies or 

not, the ei;g is useless as food and 
is unlit for market. If the w ive* 
of the fanners would one* realize 
how much money tiny practi- 
cally lose by allowing the roost en 

to run with t he layers, they 

would immediately stop the pens 
tice. Not one egu more is pro 
duved with a male running witli 
a (lock of hens than without one, 
and unless the roosters are valu- 
able a< breeders, it is far better 
to dispose of them at the tMid of 
the breeding season and replace 
them with the younger stock the 

following spring. If we folio* 

this plan we can always have 1 
good, strong, vigorous cockerels 

(yooug roosters) for breeders, 

and at the same time ami rid of 

the ears of mm producers. Lef
